VIRGINIA. 

During the past month or two 
the Richmond papers and certain 
neirro weeklies elsewhere have con- 
tained mention of a project of the 
colored people, to found a school for 
the deaf and the blird children of 
their race in Virginia themselves — 
independently of the old proji 
that through the great work of the 
Ritters narrowly missed getting 
through the last session of the 
General Assembly, and thereby I 
coming, by this time, a reality cer- 
tain and sine. 

Although considerable space has 
often been given the articles refer- 
red to. neither they or anything that 
I have been able to obtain have 
given anything more definite than 
the fact that the colored people have 
formed a stock company capitalized 
at a few thousands, had it incorpor- 
ated, and then i-sued an appeal to the 
white people of the Slate to extend 
the glad willing hand with %< Please 
tfivc what you can." 

It would seemed at the outset that 
the scheme of the colored people 
was a remarkably good one and 
promised much, but. the people 
down South are so ever ready to 
start such schemes without 
thought of what is required to cany 
them through, and ere they get well 
stalled tliei" are divisions anion 
them, and their projects then I 
come simply blighted if not dead. 
There e.mld be nothing more prae- 
or more thoroughly enterpris- 
ing .nid hopeful of ultimate sue. 
for the colored people to set up 
modest school of their own. Surely 
they would not lack volunteer help- 
md piaetieal and trained help- 
ers who would heap, and 

this on the eve of the Jamestown 

Exposition, in which the Virginia 
negto will not only take an imp. 
. but will have a ch;, 

iwn people 

forty years after -, could 

but offer the strongest incentive to 
efforts in this branch of what 11 
now lie called a great anil ini 
Sating branch of our educational 
work. 

The old project with regard a 
school for deaf and blind negro 
ehildien has had some of the sim- 
plest things to hold it back. 
such school has been, is, and may 
never be wanted at Staunton, and 
there could be nothing more impos- 
sible to overcome, and to put a 
State School elsewhere means that 
money must be especially ap- 
propriated for buildings, if not 
grounds, for equipment and mode- 
rately salaried officers, teachers, 
and perhaps a different Board 
requiring the same 00 It ay, and the 
netrro deaf and blind of even poorer 
people than the white deaf and 
blind, aie just as much scattered 
through the great commonwealth, 
and are of an unknown quantity as 
well. The money Mr. Ritter's pro- 
ject calls for would give the whites 

boots, yet the neg. 
should be provided for and must be 
at one time or another, for it is not 
a mere matter of dollars and cents — 
not a matter of sweet charity alone, 
but a matter of duty to our fellow 
man of all races, and the criminal 
ids of the State will show that 
in the end it is fai cheaper to school 
these than to allow them to gi 
np in ignorance and "dumnii 
all the while. 

We trust the colored people 
start a school and show what they 
can do. It will then be for the S 
to do the rest — the whole thing. 
We also wish to sec the Ritter pro- 
ject fully materialise, and beh 
that t tie two would go hand in hand 
and be of net only lasting benefit 
to the deaf and blind, but to the 
people generally and the good name 
of Yirgn ell.

New York 
City. Mr. and Mrs. Bennet have 
taken a commodious house on 
S Street, and the " latchslring" is 
always out for I heir many friends. 
On my former viut I inspected the 
public buildings and now found 
tlietii outwardly much the same, 
but the interiors are in keeping 
with the extraordinary progress of 
the Nation during the past forty 
years.

The "Club" is always getting up 
things of interest to the silent 
world, and the exercises in houor 
of the Founder were no exception 
lo the rule. The small band, small 
because out of proportion to Chi 
cagos deaf population of 2,000, 
honored themselves by honoring 
Thomas Hopkins Gallaudet, whose 
not trait adorned ihe walls of tbe 
Rasa-Pas Club. This was on 
December 9th. 

Although the galaxy of Gallaudel 

"Lit" stars scintillated with wit, 
humor, and oratory, the most inter 
est ing speaker was Mrs. Bowes, who 
was at "Old Hartford" from 1855 
to 1862, who saw, was petted and 
talked to by the great Founder. 

Much of whal she said can be 
found in the biography of Thomas 
Hopkins Gallaudet, by his son Dr. 
Edward M. Gallaudet, published by 
Iloyt <fc Co., New York City, but 
some things she said were new, and 
they are these: 

The greatest friendship existed 
between Gallaudet and Cleso — the 
Founder of American instruction of 
the deaf and the Promoter of the 
sign language. Clerc was two years 
older than Gallaudet, and icceived 
more salary than Gallaudet, through 
the magnanimity ot the hitter. 

Clerc was offered a special bonus 
of live thousand dollars to continue 
" in harness" ten years more, and 
accepted it, then worked several 
years more. 

He .ltd extia work in drilling in 
ligus those young students of Yale, 
that turned out to be giants in the 
woik of propogating the theories 
of Rev. Mr Gallaudet — Weld, 
Porter, Peet, Rartlett, Pettingill, 
Stone, ltae, and Turner — whose 
genius has stamped itself on Ameri- 
can instruction 

Then. Drs Edward and Thomas 
Gallaudet were being raised in the 
Hartford School, where contact 
wiih Clerc and their father made 
thorn pastmasters In the use of the 

pictorial language. 

Clerc, in his advauced age, toMt a 
trip to Washington, to see with his 
own eyes the beginning of the high- 
er i ducat ion of ihe deaf, by Di 
Edward M Gallaudet, and was 
satisfied with it. Like a prophet of 
old. he predicted a great tulnre 
before it. 

Clerc died at the advanced age 
of eighty four, respected and hon- 
ored, leaving two sons and a daugh- 
ter, .nid after having been presi- 
dent of the Gallaudel Memorial 
Association, that raised the now 
famous monument on the Hartford 
School grounds, jointly designed 
by Albert Newsani and John Carl in 
— famous deaf artists.

Prof. J. R. Dobyns, Superinten- 
dent of the State Institution for the 
Deaf and Dumb entertained a great 
number of friends last night at his 
handsome new home on West 
Capitol Street. 

The Institution has just been 
completed at a cost of seventy-five 
thousand dollars, and this entertain- 
ment was in the form of a house 
warming, being the first reception 
given there. 

The Institution has been advertis- 
ed to throw open its doors to the 
deaf and dumb boys and girls of the 
State on December 7th, and Super- 
intendent Dobyns will have every- 
thing in readiness by that date. 

The water main has recently been 
extended out Capitol Street to the 
Institution, and the sewerage con- 
neeiion.s made, so that everything is 
in readiness for the opening. 

This is the State's newest, and, it 
'•rally admitted, handsomest 
building. It has been built with- 
out, cost to the State, the sale of the 
nee property on which the old 
Institution stood on North State 
Street having neen sold for a sum 
sufficient to pay for the new build- 
ing, and it is better in every way 
than the one destroyed by fire 
about two years ago. 

The house has been constructed 
on modern lines, and it is said to 
be one of the very best buildings of 
the kind in the United States 
There are, of course, more costly 
and more imposing structures of the 
kind, but not one that is more con- 
veniently arranged, and certainly 
not one that was built at so little 
cost to the taxpayers. 

It will, of course, be necessary 
for the legislature to make provisions 
for the improvement of the grounds, 
the waterworks and the sewerage, 
but that will not lie hard to get the 
law-makers to do, once the situation 
is understood. 

There were hundreds of callers at 
the Institution last night, and were 
cordially received by the Superin- 
tendent and Mrs. Dobyns and the 
corps of teachers, and the evening 
was a most pleasant one in all re- 
spects.
